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Troe Councin MEETING. 


The meeting of last week was not a long one; 
but a few matters in it are noteworthy. 

Finance is the most important. The Treasurer, 
of late years, has had to speak plainly upon the 
College finances, but none of his utterances has 
been more worthy of attention from members than 
that of last week. His words show what we have 
already done by subscribing voluntarily, and what 
still remains for us to do. During the year just 
concluded, we have averted the further financial 
decline of the College; but an unrelaxed continu- 
ance of the effort is necessary for the years to 
come. The Treasurer’s statement showed than an 
annual voluntary subscription about equal to that 
of last year would suffice to keep the College clear 
of debt; but we ought to do rather better than 
that. We certainly can do so easily, especially if 
some members follow the excellent example which 
two letters read at the Council meeting show has 
just been set, and.subscribe for each year since 
they graduated. 

One excellent result of the success of voluntary 
subscription is the decision to revert to two exam- 
iners. Everyone will be glad of this, none more so 
than the Councilmen who reluctantly adopted the 
single-examiners for economy’s sake last year. 

It is well, too, to see that the Council has ex- 
pressed disapproval of the practice of affixing 
additional letters, such as L. or E., to the title 
M.R.C.V.S. The practice is not so common as it 
used to be; for there is now a growing feeling in 
the profession against it, which the Council's 
opinion will strengthen, Another good move is 
the decision to use the legacy received from the late 
Mr. Herbert Sewell for the establishment of a 
“ Library and Museum Fund.” Such a fund has 
long been badly need. It is to be hoped that this 
marks the inception of a much larger undertaking 
in future years. 

There was one unsatisfactory feature in the 
proceedings. The meeting was very small—only 
half the Council were present—and so, for the 
fifth time since the war began, no names could be 
restored to or removed from the Register. It is 
always regrettable when this happens; and, after 
making every allowance for war condition, it may 
well be thought that it happens too often. There 
have been ten ordinary Council meetings since 
war broke out, and the removal or restoration of 
names has only been possible at half of them. 





THE DIAGNOSIS OF FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE. 


That a heavy responsibility is put on a Veterinary 
Inspector who is sent to enquire into a reported 
case of foot-and-mouth disease must be admitted. 
On his opinion being given that disease exists a 
vast amount of work falls to be done. 

Briefly put, the work consists of the Board of 
Agriculture notifying several members of the pro- 
fessional and non-professional staffs to proceed for 
duty to a rallying point. An order is then made 
prohibiting the movement of animals in a wide 
area, usually within a radius of about fifteen miles 
round the infected premises. This is known as the 
scheduled district. 

The order, when made, is sent by telegraph to 
the local authorities of the districts concerned, and 
to the staff. 

When the outbreak is amongst cattle recently 
imported from Ireland, the veterinary inspectors in 
charge of the Irish animals landing places in Great 
Britain and the Department of Agriculture in 
Dublin are notified. Foreign Governments also re- 
ceive notification that disease has been confirmed. 

From the above short description it will be 
readily seen that very much depends on the accurate 
diagnosis by the veterinary inspector. 

In these notes it is not the intention of the 
writer to state the procedure adopted to stamp out 
the disease, but an attempt will be made to point 
out that the diagnosis is not always a simple 
matter. Veterinary inspectors who devote their 
whole time to matters connected with the contag- 
ious diseases have great opportunities of becoming 
experts in differential diagnosis, but when one con- 
sults the veterinary literature it is found that very 
little has been contributed by such officials. 

Many errors in diagnosis have occurred because 
a proper examination of the suspected animals has 
not been made. 

A veterinary inspector who declares that foot- 
and-mouth disease exists in a market, in a landing- 
place, or on farm premises, without taking the 
trouble to examine the animal’s mouth, is guilty of 
gross professional negligence. 

Some veterinary practitioners, when they know 
that disease exists in the districts in which they 
practice, are in the habit of notifying many sus- 
pected cases, and in one case notified as suspicious 
the cause of the great salivation was found to be a 
piece of wire fixed in the molar teeth. A proper 
examination should be made of every suspected 
case. A correct positive diagnosis can usually be 
made promptly when a number of animals are 
found exhibiting vesicles in the mouth, on the feet 
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and mammary gland, but when only one animal is 
found showing vesicles in the mouth a positive 
— would be better withheld until some time 
ater. 

In such cases it is advisable to put some animals 
in contact with the suspected one; as in a few hours, 
if the disease be contagious, it will spread. It is 
not quite so difficult to give a positive opinion 
when disease already exists in the neighbourhood, 
but it behoves the veterinary inspector to be on his 
guard against mistaking another disease—vesicular 
stomatitis—for foot-and-mouth. These diseases 
can exist in the same neighbourhood, and when 
this does occur it increases the responsibility of the 
of the officials. Sometimes one is helped to arrive 
at a diagnosis by examining other species of ani- 
mals on the farm. " If swine have been in contact 
with foot-and-mouth disease, they will very prob- 
ably on careful examination show lesions—a com- 
mon lesion being shedding of one or more hoofs. 

Those who carefully read the reports of the pro- 
ceedings of the House of Commons will remember 
than on more than one occasion last winter ques- 
tions were asked about the supposed mistaken 
diagnoses of this disease in the West of England 
and Wales. Mistakes can occur, and, therefore, a 
full discussion on the differential diagnoses in the 
veterinary press seems desirable. 

A very helpful table could be given in the annual 
report of the proceedings under the Diseases of 
Animals Acts, stating the ailments or conditions 
found to exist in each reported case that was not 
confirmed. 

The following notes on conditions simulating 
foot-and-mouth disease may be of interest. 

Swine that have travelled long distances by road, 
rail or sea, frequently show considerable infiltration 
of blood on the coronets. 

Generally one or more of a lot show similar 
lesions, and when a small hematoma exists—rup- 
tured or unruptured, it certainly makes one look 
very carefully before giving an opinion. In this 
condition it is seldom that a hoof is shed, but the 
pigs walk stiffly, and some are unable to stand 
when helped to their feet. It appears to be a form 
of laminitis and is most commonly found in fat 
swine that have been crammed with potatoes and 
corn. Some of the cases, however, are due to 
bruises and treads. . 

From foot-and-mouth this condition can be dis- 
tinguished, as there are no vesicles present in the 
mouth and on the snout. There is also no evidence 
of blisters in the angle formed by the supernumerary 
digits and the limb, which is a very common site 
for lesions of foot-and-mouth in swine. 

In cattle and sheep inflammatory conditions 
and erosions in the interdigital tissues are of fre- 
quent occurrence, and when several cases occur 
simultaneously in a herd or flock great care is 
necessary before giving an opinion. Foul-in-the- 
foot is slightly contagious but no vesicles are pre- 
sent. Foot-rot usually starts in the sole or inter- 


digital tissues, and although it is contagious its 
spread is not nearly so rapid as foot-and-mouth 
sease. Foot-rot developes slowly, and on exam- 





ination of a flock usually old cases showing a de- 
formity will be found. 

Sheep-pox is a disease that may be introduced, 
and its distinguishing features are its malignancy 
and the pustular eruption all over the body, and 
the absence of vesicles. 

Other conditions that may be mistaken for foot- 
and-mouth are vaccinia, calf diphtheria, and vesi- 
cular stomatitis. In the two former conditions a 
careful examination of the lesions will reveal many 
important differences. 

In vesicular stomatitis, however, we have a con- 
dition that is occasionally somewhat puzzling to 
differentiate. 

The vesicles on the tongue, palate and gums are 
smaller and more numerous than in foot-and-mouth 
disease. There are no foot lesions, no rise in tem- 
perature, and the disease is not transmitted. On 
rupturing a vesicle in this condition it is found that 
the fluid finds its exit by way of a small hole to- 
wards the centre of the vesicle, and the vesicular 
membrane does not become detached as in food- 
and-mouth. The fluid contained in the vesicle is 
frequently darker in colour. Erosions on the gums, 
tongue and incisor pad are sometimes artributed to 
the presence of acrid plants in pastures. 

On the Continent a plant known in this country 
as the Rest harrow (Ononis arvensis. Leguminosae) 
produces such lesions, but there appears to be no 
reference to this in any of our literature. 

Wounds on the gums and tongue (tooth marks) 
present lesions which on superficial examination 
might be mistaken for contagious disease. 

Veterinary inspectors stationed at ports are now 
familiar with the condition known as dirty mouth 
that occurs in cattle. It appears to be a form of 
erosive stomatitis, and there is no justification for 
confusion with foot-and-mouth disease as there are 
no vesicles 

In connection with foot-and-mouth disease in 
cattle it is well to remember that cases are met in 
which the animals can eat hay although there are 
unruptured vesicles in the mouth. In such cases 
if the animal be carefully watched for some time, 
salivation and a collection of froth will be observed, 
and a sucking or smacking of the lips will be 
heard. 

Contagious pustular dermatitis—in some districts 
known as Orf—has been mistaken for foot-and- 
mouth disease. In this condition, which is essen- 
tially pustular in character, there are no vesicles.

NEPHRITIS IN THE Doa. 


Nyiri, in 1911, published a contribution to the 
pathological anatomy and histology of this subject. 
His observations were made upon a hundred dogs, 
upon seventy-four ot which he made microscopic 
examinations. Inflammatory alterations of the 
kidneys are very common in the dog, and their 
frequence augments with the age of the animal. In 
the course of rabies, distemper, puerperal septi- 
cemia, and inflammatory and catarrhal lesions of 
the digestive tube, parenchymatous nephritis is 
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almost always encountered. Poisoning by atoxyl 
causes a diffuse hemorrhagic nephritis. 

The chronic forms of nephritis are the most 
frequent, as they constitute 66% or 67% of all the 
cases. A chronic diffuse inflammation should be 
attributed to chronic interstitial nephritis, and may 
be associated with the presence of cysts. The 
vessels, in chronic nephritis, are very particularly 
attacked. In acute and in chronic nephritis 
equally, the Malpighian corpuscles may be attacked 
by the inflammation. The glomerulitis is accom- 

anied by a nuclear multiplication and by a serous 
exudation into Bowman’s capsule (especially in the 
acute forms) ; catarrhal glomerulitis, with desquam- 
ation of the epithelial cells of Bowman’s capsule, 
supervenes in consequence. In kidneys in which 
the inflammation is old, capsular glomerulitis may 
be observed, with thickening of the external envelope 
of Bowman’s capsule, and sometimes with hyaline 
degeneration.— (Revista de Higiene y Sanidad 
Veterinaria.) 


A cASE OF Equine Ocutar Fimariasis. 


Drouet records a case in which a small worm 
was clearly perceived moving in the anterior 
chamber of a horse’s left eye (fev. Vet. Militaire). 
The size of the worm augmented from day to day ; 
but there was no inflammation, and the cornea was 
perfectly transparent. A few days afterwards, how- 
ever, a slight opacity of the cornea, with photo- 
phobia and lachrymation, was observed. Extrac- 
tion of the filaria was then decided upon. 

The operation was carried out upon the standing 
horse, the eye being anesthetised by cocaine. An 
incision with a cataract knife was made near the 
corneo-sclerotic margin, and was followed by the 
escape of some drops of aqueous humour with the 
worm-- the latter borne by the aqueous humour, 
escaped spontaneously. The sequele of the oper 
ation were insignificant; but the cornea did not 
completely recover its normal transparence. Only 
a slight opacity persisted ; but this would certainly 
not have occurred had the operation been performed 
a few days earlier, when the cornea was still free 
from lesions. The worm was a male Filaria equina, 
measuring six centimetres long.—( Revista de Veter- 
inaria Militar.) W.R.C.

Still I 
do want to emphasise the fact how necessary it is that 
members should continue the subscriptions which they 
have paid so readily during the past year. If we can 
raise £818 every year we shall be able to keep clear of 
debt. As you will hear presently, a recommendation is 
coming up before the Council that we restore the dual 
examiners, and that will necessitate increased expendi- 
ture for the examinations, not only to pay the examiners 
but the cost of travelling expenses ; in fact the examin- 
ations will be double what they were when they were 
carried on with a single examiner which was only for 
twelve months. That has been shown not to be satis- 
factory ; it was simply put forward as an experiment 
and I believe a proposition will come before the Council

A discussion on Meat Sterilization. 


The report of the Medical Officer of Health, Cardiff, 
stated that the reports of the inspectors showed that 
twenty-one beasts and four pigs were destroyed at the 
slaughterhouses on account of being affected with 
tubercnlosis. The total quantity of unsound meat sur- 
rendered by owners and destroyed was 23,314 lb. 

Mr. W. Jones called attention to these figures, and 
asked if something could not be done to sterilize the 
meat, and so render it fit for public consumption. Steri- 
lization had been carried on in Germany for years, and 
he was told that in London some of the meat taken 
was boiled and sold at a reasonable price. 

Dr. Walford said it would mean the establishment of 
plant at the slaughterhouse. Then there would be the 
question whether that plant would be set up by the 
butchers and let them deal with the meat, or whether 
the Corporation would take possession of it. 

The Chairman (Alderman Dr. Robinson) said if the 
latter course were adopted they would be open to the 
ee Sas they had seized the meat for the sake of 
selling It. 

Dr. Wall said he had seen quarters of beef con- 
demned when a good deal of the meat might have been 
saved, because in some places it was absolutely clean. 

Mr. W. Jones thought that a small committee should 
be appointed to make inquiries. He proposed a resolu- 
tion to that effect. Mr. W. Grey seconded, and it was 
carried. i 

Dr. R. J. Smith said it was their business to condemn 
meat and other food not fit for human consumption, 
and there was no power to one step further than 
that. He opposed the resolution.—/.7'./.

An experiment with the Percheron. 


Impressed with the good work done by the Percheron 
and it crosses at the front, Lord Lonsdale has, by con- 
sent of the French and British Governments, imported 
to England six mares of the breed. To mate with these, 
in order to produce horses suitable alike for Army, 
agricultural, and general purposes, he has purchased the 
thoroughbred sire, Stapleton, by Polymelus, out of Fox- 
rose, a fine upstanding horse possessing speed and jump- 
ing ability. The equable, kindly temperament of the 
French draught breed should tone down the excitability 
and high spirits of the English racehorse. Lord Lonsdale 
disclaims any geome to the Shire and Clydesdale, but 
holds that the war has proved them too delicate for 
active service. The Percheron is hardy, a big-barrelled 


animal, and what horsemen call “a good doer,” able to. 
get the most out of his food, an essential quality on |. 


campaign. There is an Arab cross in the breed, and as 
the throughbred is practically a vastly improved Eastern 
horse, with a dash of British blood, the reunion of these 
strains should lead to satisfactory results. 


Shires v. Clydesdales. 


The following sentences are from the long drawn 
controversy in the agricultural press on the respective 
merits and demerits of Shires and Clydesdales. The 
discussion is often amusing and interesting, but it is 
evident that the varying “notions” of breeders and 
fanciers—for some of their differences merit no better 
description—cannot be reconciled, nor standardised. 
What is of importance is that the animal bred shall be 
efficient for the purpose for which it is intended. A 
io poe from this essential standard must eventually 
tell against the market—both in sales and in prices. 





“J. H.” is quite in error in stating that Prince of 
Avondale’s sire Prince of Wales, was a Clyde. Unless 
the fact of his having a number conferred upon him in 
the Clydesdale Stud Book converted him into a Clyde, 
he was no more a Clydesdale than the Progeny of a 
Border Leicester tup and Cheviot ewe could be con- 
verted into a Border Leicester by getting a number in 
that Flock Book. Prince of Wales was out of a Shire 
mare, and his breeder, the late Mr. J. N. Fleming, was 
most anxious that the scope of the Clydesdale Stud 
Book should be extended so as to admit horses bred 
like Prince of Wales without the taint of contemptible 
hypocrisy er attached to them. 

aes are still alive who remember the magnificent 
big cart horses the late Mr. Lawrence Drew bred by 
blending the Shire and Clydesdale blood. Another fact 
worth remembering is, be he right or be he wrong, Mr. 
Drew succeeded in producing more high-class fashion- 
able horses in his time than any combination of breeders 
have done either before his day or since. I would also 
point out that Mr. Drew opposed the inception of the 
Clydesdale Stud Book, not on the grounds of keeping a 
correct record of pedigrees, but on account of the ex- 
clusion of the Shire mare from the F pres ae of heavy 
draught horses. He also predicted that if the rules of 
the Clydesdale Stud Book were adhered to for thirty 
years, the Clydesdale would degenerate so much in 
weight that it would cease to be a heavy draught horse. 
How prophetic his warning has been I will leave to the 
Council of the Clydesdale Horse Society in general, and 
to such members as Messrs. Ferguson, Findlay, M‘Cal!, 
and M‘Neilage in particular to say. Baron Fyvie was 


the undisputed champion at home, when exported, and 
no doubt it was this type Professor M‘Call referred to 
as -_ requiring their ankles to be clipped to make 
splendid “ policemen’s ponies.” 


Apart from the want of beast about the present-day 
Clydesdale, they are so shockingly deficient in bone 
that to - a good heavy top on such shanks would be 
out of all proportion, and anaes their knees are 
small and their hocks likewise. Those with ex rated 
“drop hock” are a sight ; no person can tell the back 
from the front. I have seen cases where the hock 
points had been designedly ys as the lean was for- 
warc, not back, and the cap helped to hide it. Those 
great foazy fying-pans of feet with no heels, are 
———— to any work horse. No wonder that Mr. 
M‘Neilage, at intervals, pleads for a return to the 
Darnley type and Darnley feet.”
